Pursuant to Commission Staff's ("Staff") Notice of Informal Conference filed into 
the record on December 15, 2016, an informal conference was held in this matter on 
December 19, 2016. A copy of the sign-in sheet is attached. In addition to Evergreen 
Sewage Disposal, Inc. ("Evergreen") and Staff, Allan Alsip participated in the informal 
conference on behalf of the Farmdale Sanitation District ("Farmdale") and Ann Northcutt 
participated on behalf of the Franklin County Fiscal Court ("Franklin County"). 

During the conference, Mr. Spenard stated that Staff would prepare minutes of 
the conference for the case record , that a copy of the minutes would be entered into the 
record , and that the parties would have an opportunity to submit written comments upon 
the minutes. Mr. Spenard stated that the views of Staff are not binding on the 
Commission. 

Evergreen indicated that Farmdale is taking steps to voluntarily acquire the 
Evergreen system; therefore, abandonment by Evergreen may no longer be necessary. 
Staff discussed the legal standards that apply to a transfer of ownership and control. 
Staff also discussed the procedural steps that are necessary for seeking an Order of the 
Commission authorizing the transfer. Mr. Alsip and Ms. Northcutt discussed Farmdale's 
managerial, technical, and financial ability. 

There being no further business, the informal conference adjourned. 
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
